The Mails in Alabama have been greatly inter- 
rupted by the heavy falls of rain, and consequent 
freshets in the creeks and rivers. The Post- 
Master at Nashville, (Tenn.) writes to the Post- 
Master General under the date of March 22, that 
the Georgia Mail due that day was lost. The ri- 
der arrived in due time and states, that, in cross- 
ing Connesauga river, in the Cherokee Nation, 
the ferrv-beat was beat down by the current, and 
the horse and mail knocked overboard by the 
limbs of trees.
